The few re¬ 
maining bottle* of spirits, con¬ 
tained in the Atlin liquor store, 
have been consumed, the store is 
closed and the northern settlers 
must remain thirsty. 

The liquor stocks in the Atlin store 
were »xhausted Just before Christ- ] 
mas and the store closed immediate j 
iy afterwards. U was mad* known by- 
off trials of the Liquor Control Board 
here to-day. No liquor has been 
shipped into the Atlin country since! 
November, the United Rtates author -1 
itles having refused to allow the 
shipment of hard stuff across Alaska 
into British Columbia or the Yukon. 

The Yukon country is In the same 
plight as the Atlin district. It can¬ 
not import liquor, as the only route 
by which freight can travel Into the 
Yukon Is ffimugh Alsska. 
GOVERNMENT POWERLESS 

The Liquor Control Board If power¬ 
less .to aid the people of the Atlin 
country although, under British Co¬ 
lumbia law. they are as much en¬ 
titled to liquor as the people of any 
other part of the Province . 

Officials here are awaiting with 
interest the outcome of tho recent 
conference between Amerlc.ui and 
Canadian officials who discussed 
methods of co-operation between 
Canada and the Cnited States in the 
enforcement of liquor laws. At this 
conference the difficulties of the Can¬ 
adian authorities In getting liquor

Some Thoughts for To-day 


The decline of the franc has spnrrcd the 
French Government to action. Premier Poin¬ 
care’s fiscal programme, in addition to the in¬ 
crease of twenty per cent, in al! taxes, direct and 
indirect, provides for the elimination of the “re¬ 
coverable’’ budget. The latter fund is the fund 
devoted exclusively to the restoration of the area 
devastated by war. All the money Tor recon¬ 
struction has been borrowed in France on the as¬ 
sumption that it would be recovered from Ger¬ 
many—hence the “recoverable” budget. Ger¬ 
many’a failure to pay ia an old story; but it has 
a very direct relation to the French national debt 
af 430 billion francs. Consequently the French¬ 
man is now being called upon to pay more taxes 
snd make up what should have been recovered 
from Germany. 

It will be understood, of course, that France 
has not embarked on a currency inflation; but 
she has undoubtedly levied too lightly on ac- 
sumulated wealth. Her income tax, compared 
with that of Great Britain, is light. She has 
balked at laying too heavy a hand upon what is 
■fter all a nation of investors. The time hus 
•ome, however, when the realization of the dream 
of German reparations is long past due and not 
yet in sight. 

The new proposal is a drastic remedy that 
may make interesting political history in France. 
It may bring Britain's new Government and the 
Quai d’Orsay closer together upon the one ques¬ 
tion which has threatened their relations many 
times—reparations.

-For-the flret time Inst evening the 
City Council learned the contents of 
the letter of E. Q. Long, K.C., coun¬ 
sel of the Canadian Bond Dealers’

This question is one of the phases 
of the perplexing problem of recog¬ 
nising exchange in New York on 
sterling bonds, on the lines sought by 
the Dominion Securities Corporation. 

Mr. Butchgrt and representatives of 
the Victoria bond dealers were in ot- 
tendanro again, but the Council, in 
the absence of two members, de¬ 
clined to debate the matter at any 
length, and tabled the letter. 

Alderman Ker indicated that the 
exchange coujd be made simply by 
Issuing the new bonds payable in 
New York funds. 

Alderman Woodward: "That would 
be making It infinitely more valuable 
than the old one.”
